Bryan Will Not Debate Jointly Except 
with Hanna’s Man. 


‘MUST HAVE EQUAL AMBITION 


Bourke Cockran Not of High Enough

“Another thing signdficant,’’ said 
Austin, “is the exactness of the dates 
which are stated by the negro. I have 
figured the time given in the affidavits, 
and it corresponds exactly with the dates 
since the fight, which have been sworn to 
by others, I offer the affidavits under the 
head of newly discovered evidence.” 

Gantt was the first to testify tha} Spinks’s 
hat did not fall off until the men struck 
the ffoor. The contention made all the 
while by Hanye is that the cut was re- 
ceived by Spinks when he feel upon the 
knife after the men had fallen to the 
floor. As the hat of Spinks was also cut 
by the knife, and the other witnesses tes- 
tified that his hat fell before the men 
clinched, this theory would have been al- 
most impossible. But Gantt said Spinks’s 
hat remained ‘on his head until after the 
men had struck the floor. 

Gantt’s Charactd: Discussg/i. 

Mr. Austin filed a number of affidavits 
from the citizens of Central, S, C., the home 
of Gantt. stating that the negro was of 
good character. 

Drew Rabb, a negro who was a witness 
for the state at the trial in the superior 
court, made an affidavit that he had known 
Gantt well for eight years, and had never 
known him to tell a Ite. Rabb testified 
that Gantt was of good character, reliable 
and worthy of belief. 

Affidavits by J. V. Rainey, of Central, 
stated that Gantt was of good character 
and worthy of belief and that affiant would 
believe him upon oath. 

J. H. Rowland’s affidavit was favorable 
to the character of Gantt. Rowland is a 
conductor on the Southern and stated that 
he had known Gantt four years, during 
which time he found the negro to be reli- 
able and steady. 

A number of other affidavits were intro- 
duced showing the character of the wit- 
ness. 

J. C. Sailers furnished an affidavit stat- 
ing that Holland was the proprietor of the 
saloon and it was opening day on the after- 
noon of the fight. He stated that Holiand 
was drunk and under the influence of whis- 
ky. A number of affidavits were introduced 
showing the character of Sailers to be 
good. 

Affidavits were furnished by Mr. Austin, 
Mr. Parks and several members of the 
Hanye family showing they had made 
strenuous efforts to aecure Watt Gantt 
earlier, but had fa‘tled. 

Mr. E. B. Hulsey, a son of.Colonel Hul- 
sey, wrote a letter, which was sworn to, 
stating that he had been ‘assaulted at mid- 
night by a man said to be Spinks and was 
afterwards assaulted on a train by Spinks, 
who attempted to stab him, 

Counter. Affidavits Read. 

When Mr. Austin announced the defense 
would rest, Governor Atkinson asked if 
Gantt was present. The negro was sent 
for, and Governor Atkinson asked the wit- 
ness a few pointed questions as to his home 
and business, 

Colonel John T. Glenn then introduced a 
number of affidavits from citizens of Cen- 
tral, S. C., attacking the character of 
Gantt. The negro was pictured as a thief, 
liar and vagabond, and probably twenty- 
five affidavits stated that he was not wor- 
thy of belief upon oath. They sa‘d he 
was a wanderer and a vagabond, and was 
worthless, and trifling. He was charged 
with having stolen a $40 check from a rail- 
road man and being convicted of gam- 
bling. 

A letter was signed by several who had 
furnished affidavits to the defense, stating 
that information had just been received 
that the affidavits were to be introduced at 
the hearing in Hanye’s behalf, and the 
makers asked the goverzcr to release them 
from the former affidavits, as they did not 
intend when they signed them to delay 
justice. 

At this juncture an effort was made by

The marriage ceremony Was the first and 
only one ever celebrated Im the.chapel of 
the Catholic university, @nd most fittingly 
SO, as the bride had built the chapel as a 
memorial to her mothér. The marriage 
ceremony was attended ly by the rela- 
tives of the bride and @ necessary wit- 
nesses and was an by a wedding 
breakfast at the Arlin hotel.

OUT WITH DEMOCRATS 


Man Shouts for Bryan and Is Ejected 
from Gold Meeting, 


KENTUCKY BOLTERS GATHER 


Organize for the Purpose of Driving 
Democracy to Defeat. 


BRECKENRIDGE LEADS THE NEW FOE 


Bolivar Buckner Is Indorsed for the 
Vice Presidency—Delegates 
Are Designated. 


——— 


Louisville, Ky., August 20.—The “sound 
money’’ democratic convention, held in 
Music hall this afternoon, was attended 
by nearly every leading democrat in the 
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state. Ex-Lieutenant Governor James R. 
Hindman was elected temporary chairman, 
and then there was a loud demand for ex- 
Congressman W. C. P. Breckinridge, who 
sat on the stage with his wife. 

The silver-tongued orator came forward 
and addressed the convention at consider- 
able length. He began by saying that 
he could not stand the Chicago platform 
nor support the nominee. He felt no 
worse when he was driven into the con- 
federate army to maintain his convictions 
than he did now when he was driven into 
opposition to the regular nominees of his 
party. He was a democrat from convic- 
tion and had been so all his life, but he 
joined with the best and greatest men of 
the party to put it upon a secure basis. 

“The heart of Kentucky is with 
he said. ‘“‘We were a ‘sound money’ state 
years ago. We lost through want of 
vigilance and cowardly leaders and we 
almost became reconciled to free coinage. 
But we did not look forward to a platform 
in which the best thing in it is the free 
coinage plank.”’ 

Democrats Not Wanted. 

Just as Colonel Breckinr.dge was bring- 
ing his speech to a close a spectator in 
the rear of the hall yelled “‘Hurrah 
Bryan!"

After the transaction of minor business 
the convention adjourned at 4:15 o'clock 
to 5:15 o’clock, when the body reassembled 
and heard reports from ecomrmittees, soon 
taking another recess until 7:30 o’clock.

Warm Springs, Ga., August 20.—(Specia! )

It was on the 239th ballot. The breaking 
up of thé solid alignment of the delega- 
tions began on the ballot before.

Meriwether never left Hill until the three 
votes of Troup came to Adamson. During 
the progress of the last ballot Hon. Warner 
Hill was taken down by his loyal delega- 
tion and the vote of his county was cast for 


Judge Adamson. 

It was a race between Judge Adamsofi ” 
and Colonel Dfoses to the last. As stated 
yesterday, Hon, Warner Hill dropped out 
early Wednesday, and even at that early 
stage of the proceedings his defeat was 
clear to those conversant with the real 
situat.on. 

Moses remained in to the last. His sup- 
porters held high hopes even after the be- 
ginning of the decisive ballot had begun. 
But when it became apparent that the day 
was lost to Moses, Hon. Hewlett Hall, the 
leader of the Moses forces, moved to make 
the nomination of Judge Adamson unani- 
mous. 

Mr. Dunham was withdrawn on the next 
to the last ballot and his strength thrown 
to Moses. Even this did not*stay the tide 
of opposition to the Coweta county man. 
Judge Longley was never formally with- 
drawn, but his vote was thrown to Adam- 
son on the last two ballots. 

The result was reached amid considerable 
excitement. When the breaking of the 
deadlock became apparent the delegates 
and spectators were on pins of exc'tement. 
The break did not come unexpectedly, but 
so long had the convention been balloting 
without result that the indication of the 
coming end very naturally caused the most 
excited feeling. 

The result was accepted philosophically 
and happily by the defeated candidates. 
Each of them came before the convention 
and pledged his heartiest aid to the nomi- 
nee.

Portland, Me, August 20.—iIthe Maine 
gold democrats this afternoon held a mass 
convention at Congress hail to choose 
twelve delegates to the Indianapolis con- 
vention and to nominate six electors to

H. Clifford was named for that office by a 
committee of bolters from the _ recent 
Waterville democratic silver state conven- 
tion. The convention was called for 1:30 
o’clock p. m. but at 1:15 o’clock there were 
only twenty-five men in the hall and four 
ladies who came down from Brunswick 
to help along the honest money cause, as 
they said.

It was eight minutes past <« 
o'clock when the leading bolters filed up 
the aisle to the platform, ~. Vey Holman, 
of Thomaston, called the assemblage to 
order and delivered a short radical speech, 
the strongest passages of which were re- 
ceived with applause. Following are the 
resolutions which were presented to the 
convention: 

“We, as representatives of the national 
democracy of Maine, in convention as- 
sembled, unqualifiedly indorse the action 
of the provisional national committee as- 
sembled at Indianapolis, in summoning the 
honest and loyal democrats of this country 
td meet in national convention in that city 
September 2d for the purpose of enunciat- 
ing a straightforward declaration of genu- 
ine democratic principles and of nominat- 
an I a democratic presidential ticket. We ab- 
solutely repudiate and denounce the pop- 
ulistic assemblage known as the Chicago 
convention and everything emanating there- 
from. We ratify and indorse the financial 
plank adopted at the Maine democratic con- 
vention at Portland, June 17th, and reaf- 
firm our belief in the necessity of main- 
taining the existing gold standard of val- 
ue in our national currency. We reaffirm 
our allegiance to the ancient, true and 
time-honored doctrines of democracy as 
taught by the fathers of the republic and 
interpreted by their worthy successors. We 
denounce protection for protection’s sake, 
as a mischievous misuse of the functions of 
government, fostering class legislation for 
-the benefit of a minority, manufacturing 
oligarchy at the expense of the majority of 
Wage-earning consumers. 

“We assert the inalieneble right of con- 
sumers to purchase the products of earth 
and of manufacturers at the lowest price 
compatible with honest remuneration of 
labor without the intervention of trusts 
and unlawful combinations and in any 
market subject only to the burden of such 
taxation as is necessary for the support of 
a@ proper administration of government. 

“We commend the honesty, economy, 
courage and fidelity of the present demo- 
cratic federal administration and admire 
the intelligence and sturdy patriotism with 
which it has encountered and surmounted 
its heavy legacy of blundering embarrass- 
ments and costly errors in the face of the 
determined opposition of the place hunting 
section of its nominal supporters. 

“We commend the chivalrous action of 
those *sound money’ democrats who with- 
drew from the recent Waterville conven- 
tion and pledge our support at the polls to 
William H, Clifford for the governorship of 
Maine.’’ 

The resolutions were adopted. 

Electors at large and delegates to the In- 
dianapolis convention were chosen and 
after eloquent addresses by Hon. Harvey 
N. Shepherd, of Boston, and Hon. John R. 
Fellows, district attorney of New York, 
the convention adjourned.

Just before the 287th ballot Meriwether 
county asked for time to confer. There 
was a stir of excitement as it was thought 
that the looked-for withdrawal of Hill 
was now coming. Coweta also asked for 
time and there were some who thought 
that Moses was going to be taken down, 
But not so. 

Returning to the hall the two delegations 
voted as they had voted before—for Hil! 
and Moses. The suspense ended and it 
looked as if the end were drawing farther 
and farther away. 

But the Adamson men were much alive 
and working. They were doing mission- 
ary service in the Troup delegation. Troup’s 
second choice was Adamson and now was 
the timfe to break. There was one man 
in the Troup delegation, J. E. Dunson, 
who would not yield. The other delegates 
agreed = Pe three of Troup’s votes for 
Adamson. 

The 238th ballot was called and Carroll, 
Harris and Muscogee each gave four 
votes to Adamson. Heard added one, and 
Troup, the last on the roll call, added 
three. This gave the man from Carroll 
sixteen. A fraction more and he would 
have been nominated.

There was great confusion in the hall 
when the result was announced. The 
delegations were all conferring and the au- 
dience was cheering.

He said 
his county had stood by her man until] 
the tast hope of his success was gone 
and now he desired to take him down and 
cast the vote of his county for Charles 
L. Moses. This announcement was re- 
ceived with ringing applause by the Mé6ses 
men, 

‘The roll call continued, 

Harris cast four votes for Adamson. 
Muscogee sang out four for Adamson. 

Adamson Gets Meriwether. 

Meriwether was called. Render Terrell, 
the young Hill leader, arose. He made an 
impassioned speech. He said his delegation 
had come to the convention with a commis- 
sion to execute. That commission was to 
name Hill, of Meriwether, for congress. 
The delegation had stood by him loyally, 
never deserting him for an instant. Now 
their choice had been defeated. His 
strength had defeated him, strange as 
such a thing seemed, His merit had been 
his weakness. His virtue had brought his 
defeat. 

He spoke in the most exalted terms of 
Mr. Hill. He ridiculed the idea that thhad 
been advanced that Meriwether had mo- 
nopolized more offices than she deserved. 
In this regard he compared his county to 
Virginia, the mother of presidents. If 
such an idea had prevailed in the nation, 
he said, the country would have been rob- 
bed of Jefferson and Monroe. I[t was a 
matter of deep disappointment to his dele- 


1 gation that Mr. Hill had not been success- 


ful, but now that his defeat was assured, 
he wished to cast the four votes of his 
county for Hon. W. C. Adamson, of Car- 
roll. 
This statement was greeted by tremen- 
dous applause and while the hall was still 
resounding with cheers Mr. Hewlett Hall, 
of Coweta, arose. In an eloquent talk he 
withdrew Mr. Moses and moved that the 
nomination of Judge Adamson be made 
unanimous. Mr. Hall was wildly cheered.

Judge Adamson Notified. 
A committee, consisting of Messrs. Hall, 
Terrell, Gordon and Bull, was appointed 
to notify Judge Adamson and escort him to 
the convention, The other candidates were 
also invited into the hall and to speak. 
When Judge Adamson appeared he was 
given an ovation. The cheering was loud 
and enthusiastic. He was introduced by 
Chairman Chappell. 
Judge Adamson made a strong speech, 
thanking the convention and accepting the 
nomination. He said he highly appreciated 
the honor of being chosen from among such 
alist of opponents, and that it was an 
honor of which any man might feel proud. 
He would endeavor, he said, to discharge 
his duties at Washington in a faithful man- 
ner. He would visit his constituents, learn 
their wants and endeavor to supply them. 

He made an eloquent and ringing declara- 
tion for silver. He had long been an 
earnest advocate of the restoration of the 
peopte’s money. He denied that such res- 
toration involved repudiation of honest ob- 
ligations. The best energies of his life 
would be devoted to the advocacy of this 
cause and to the service of his district: He 
spoke at some length on the issue of sil- 
ver, touching upon tariff reform, and 
aroused his audience, which was large, to a 
high state of enthusiasm.

renomination rested not with him but with 
the people. He again thanked the conven- 
tion, paying high compliment to his defeat- 
ed opponents.

Hon. Warner Hill was called for and giv- 
én an enthusiastic reception. He said that 
the great Napoleon was grand, gloomy and 
peculiar. Unlike Napoleon, he was neither 
grand nor peculiar, but just at that time he 
was feeling extremely gloomy. 

But that gloom was dispelled, and sun- 
shine came when he remembered that such 
an able and distinguished Georgian had been 
chosen to represent. the democracy of the 
district.

His speech was patriotic and elevated in 
tone and feeling and won for him round 
after round of ‘hearty applause. 

Judge Longley followed next. He made 
a taking address, which was tinged with 
not one bit of disappointment. It was a 
strong argument for silver, for which 
cause he said the labor of his tongue and 
pen had been freely given for ten years, 
He said he felt that he should be the hap- 
piest man in the convention, as no man 
rejoiced more in the triumph of the silver 
cause than he. Judge Adamson, he Said, 
had been his persqnal choice and he felt 
cause for congratulation in his nomination. 
He pledged his county to Judge Adamson.

He is a strong 
democrat, having been always actively con- 
nected with the party’s workings.When rep- 
resenting his county in the legislature a few 
years ago he made a record for himself 
that is rarely ever equaled. Judge Adam- 
son is tall and has an easy address.

CLOUDBURST IN NEW MEXICO. 


Several Persons Killed and Hundreds 
Are Made Homeless. 

St. Louls, Mo., August 20.—A special from 
Mogollon, N. M., says that city was struck 
by a cloudburst on Tuesday evening which 
left death and destruction behind it. John 
Knight, a miner at Georgetown, was drown- 
ed while in his cabin. Several others are 
reported missing, but so far only two 
bodies, that of Knight ard an unknown 
Mexican, have been recovered. These 
bodies were found in a field on a ranch 
about six miles below. One hundred fam- 
flies have been rendered almost homeless, 
and thirty houses have been washed away 
completely. 

The property belonging to the Colonial 
Mining Company, of Boston, has suffered 
to a great extent. The assay office, mili- 
house, powder house and blacksmith shop 
at the mill were washed away entirely with 
all their contents. It is feared the mine ig 
filled with mud and water. The Deep Down 
Mining Company, of Kansas City, was loser 
to a large extent. Its main office, assay 
office and entire wood pile were washed 
away. This town is situated in a deep 
canyon between high mountains. 

The flood attained a height of eight feet 
in the street, and lasted thirty minutes. 
Had its continuance been ten minutes long- 
er the whole town would have been swept 
away, as the debris had collected in the 
street, forming a solid wall, just as the 

began to recede. Hardl a business 
house in the town escaped damage. The 
cloudburst also caused loss of life and dam- 
age to property at Graham, N ; 

The Confidence mine, belonging to the 
Helena Mining Company, of Denver, was 
badly damaged by the flood, which carried 
away the shops and supplies. Nine horses 
that were at the ore chutes were washed 
over the steep precipice and killed. The 
men working at the mouth of the tun- 
nel barely escaped with their lives.

Lawyers. 
WAS GIVEN A SUPERB: OVATION 


Montague Crackanthorpe Creates En- 
thusiasm by His Remarks. 


TUCKER, OF VIRGINIA, GIVES A TALK 


Splendid Session of the Bar Associa- 
ion at Saratoga—Officers May 
Be Elected Today. 


Saratoga, August 20.—No greater ovation 
was ever paid any speaker in Saratoga 
than that accorded Lord Russell, chief 
justice of England, when he entered the 
convention ‘hall, at 10:25 o’clock, this morn- 
ing, to address the American Bar Associa- 
tion in the nineteenth annual convention 


here assembled. 

The applause was long continued by the 
vast audience of 4,500 persons. : 

His lordship and Sir Frank Lockwood 
were escorted to the platform by President 
Storey, of the bar association, where were 
already assembled Judge Rufus Peckham, 
Attorney Generat Harmon, Court of Ap- 
peals Judge Bartlett, Courtland Parker, 
United States District Judge Coxe, Ran- 
dolph Tucker, Henry Hitchcock, W. Allen 
Butler, Hon, Edward J. Pheips, Everett 
P. Wheeler, James C. Carter, Nathaniel 
Shipman, Bishop John P. Newman and 
Montague Crackenthorpe. 

Just under the gallery sat Colonel Inger- 
soll, who was an interested spectator. 

It was exactly 10:30 o’clock when Presi- 
dent Storey stepped to the front of the 
platform and introduced the distinguished 
jurist. He said: 

“I have now the very great pleasure, not 
of introducing, for he needs no introduction 
to any English-speaking lawyer, but of 
presenting to you, Lord Russell, of Kill- 
owen, lord chief justice of England, who 
will deliver the annual address on ‘Inter- 
national Arbitration.’ ”’ 

As Lord Russell stepped forward the 
vast audience broke into unrestrained ap- 
plause, which continued for fully a minute. 

Lord Russell spoke easily, impressively 
and with great force. There was no ges- 
ticulation. He stood behind a high desk 
with his hands firmly grasping the sides 
and read his address, which was frequently 
punctuated by applause, in even, convinc- 
ing tones. Following the burst of applause, 
he prefaced his address by saying? 

“My first words must b in acknowledg- 
ment of the signal honors done me by in- 
viting me to address you on this interesting 
occasion. You are a congress of lawyers, 
met here to take counsel in no narrow 
spirit upon questions affecting your pro- 
fession, to consider the needs for legisla- 
tion which time and experience develop; to 
consider the tendencies of legislation, state 
and federal and the course of judicial de- 
cision,”’ (Applause.) 

Annual Address of Lord Ruseell. 
‘Mr. President—My first words must be 
in acknowledgment of the honor done me 
by inviting me to address you on this in- 
teresting occasion. You are a congress of 
lawyers of the United States met together 
in council, in no narrow spirit, on ques- 
tions affecting the interests of your pro- 
fession; to consider necessary amend- 
ments in the law which experience and 
time develop, and to examine the current 
of judicial decision and of legislation, state 
and federal, and whither that current 
tends. J, on the other hand, come from the 
judicial bench of a distant land, and yet 
I do not feet that I am a stranger among 
you, nor do you, I think, Tega me as a 
Stranger. Though we represent political 
communties which differ widely in many 
respects, in the structure of their consti- 
tutions and otherwise, we yet have many 
things in common, 

We speak the same language: we admin- 
ister laws based on the same judicial con- 
ceptions; we are co-heirs in the rich tradi- 
tions of political freedom long established, 
and we enjoy in common a Piamnaeme the 
noblest and purest the world has known— 
an accumulated store of centuries to which 
you, on your part, have nrade generous 
contributions. Beyond this, the unseen 
“crimson thread’ of kinship, stretching 
from the mother islands to your great con- 
tinent, unites us and reminds us always 
that we belong to the same, though a mix- 
ed, racial family. Indeed the spectacle 
which we today present is unique. We 
represent the great English-speaking com- 
munities—communities occupying a large 
space of the surface of the earth—made up 
of races wherein the blood of Celt and Sax- 
on, of Dane and Norman, of Pict and 
Scot, are mingled and fused into an ag- 
gregate power held together by the nexus 
of a common speech—combining at once 
territorial dominion, political influence 
and intellectual force greater than history 
reords in. the case of any other people. 

This consideration is prominent amongst 
those which suggest the theme on which I 
desire to address you, namely, ‘“‘Interna- 
tional Law.’’ 

The English-speaking peoples, masters 
not alone of extended territory, but also of 
a nfighty commerce, the energy and enter- 
prise of whose sons have made them the 
great travelers and colonizers of the world 
—have interests to safeguard in every quar- 
ter of it, and therefore in an especial man- 
ner it is important to them that the rules 
which govern the relations of states inter 
Se should be well undersood and should 
rest On the solid bases of convenience, of 
justice and of reason. One otHer consider- 
ation has prompted the selection of my sub- 
ject. I knew it was one which could not 
fail, even if imperfectly treated, to.interest 
you. You regard with just pride the part 
which the sanges and writers of the United 
States have played in the development of 
international law. Story, Kent, arshall 
Wheaton, Dana, Woolsey, Halleck and 
Wharton, amongst others, compare not 
unfavorably with the 4workers of any age 
in this province of jurisprudence.

Moralists tell us that for the individual 
man life is a struggie to overcome nature, 
and in early and, what we call natural or 
barbafous states of society, the arbitrary 
rule of fite and not of abstract right or 
justice is the first to dssert itself. in 
truth, the initial difficulty is to fix what 
is meant by the law of nature. Gaius 
speaks of it as being the same thing as the 
jus gentium of the Romans, which, 1 need 
not remind you, is not the same thing as 
= inter gentes. Ulpian speaks of the 
us naturale as that in which men and 
animals agree. Grotius uses the term as 
equivalent to the jus stricte dictum, to be 
ecompleted in the action of a good man or 
state by a higher morality, but suggesting 
the standard to which law ought to con- 


ing no additiond!] authority from the usage 
of nations; so that he cuts off much of 
what Grotius regards as law. Ortolan, in 
his *“‘Diplomatie de la Mer,”’ cites with ap- 
proval the following incisive passage from 
entham, speaking of so-called natural 
fights spring from so-called natural law: 
Opposition of Natural Rights. 

“Natural right is often empioyed in a 
sense opposed to law, as when it is said, 
for example, that law cannot be opposed 
to natural right, the word ‘right’ is em- 
ployed in a sense superior to law, a right 
is recognized which attacks law, upsets 
and annuls it. In this sense, which is an- 
tagonistic to law, the word ‘droit’ is the 
greatest enemy of reason and the most 
terrible destroyer of governments. 

“We/cannot reason with fanatics armed 
with a natural right, which each one un- 
derstands as he pieases, applies as it suits 
him, of which he will yieid nothing, with- 
draw nothing, which is inflexible, at the 
same time that it is unintelligible, which 
is consecrated in his eyes like a dogma and 
which te cannot discard without a cry 
Instead of examining laws by their results, 
instead of judging them to be good or bad, 
they consider them with regard to their 
relation to this so-called natural right. 
That is to say, they substitute for the 
reason of experience all the chimeras of 
their own imagination.”’ 

Austin, also, in his work on jurisprudence, 
already mentioned, and referring to Pu- 
fendorf and others of his school, says: 

“They have confounded positive interna- 
tional morality, or the rules which actually 
obtain among civilized nations in their mu- 
tual intercourse, with their own vague con- 
ceptions of international morality as it 
ought to be, with that indeterminate some- 
thing which they call the law of nature. 
Professor von Martens of Gottingen is ac- 
tually the first of the writers on the law 
of nations who has seized this distinction 
with a firm grasp; the first who has distin- 
guished the rules which ought to be re- 
ceived in the intercourse of nations, OF, 
which would be received if they conformed 
to an assumed standard of whatever kind, 
from those which are so received, endeav- 
ored to collect from the practice of civil- 
ized communities what are the rules actu- 
ally recognized and acted upon by them and 
gave to rules the name of positive interna- 
tional law.”’ 

Finally Woolsey, speaking of this class 
of writers, says they commit the fault of 
ffailing to distinguish sufficiently between 
natural justice and the law of nations, of 
spinning the web of a system out qf their 
own brain as if they were the legislators of 
the world, and of neglecting to inform us 
what the world actually holds the law to 
be by which nations regulate their conduct. 
So much for the law of nature. 

What are we to say of the appeal to the 
jaw of morality? 

It cannot be affirmed that there is a 
universally accepted standard of morality. 
Then what is to be.the standard? ‘Ihe 
standard of what nation? The standard of 
what nation and in what age? 

What the Aim Should Be. 

We conclude, then, that while the aim 
ought to be to raise high its standard, 
international law, as such, includes 
only so much of the law of morals or of 
right reason or of natural law (whatever 
these phrases may .coveF) as nati@éns have 
agreed to regard as international Jaw. 

in fine, international law is but the sum 
of those rujes which civHized mankind have 
agreed to hold as binding in the mutual 
relations of states. We do not, indeed, find 
all those rules recorded in clear language— 
there is no imternational code. We look for 
them in the long records of customary 
action in settled precedents, in treaties af- 
firming principles, in state documents, in 
declarations of nations in conciave—which 
draw to themselves the adhesion of other 
nations; in declarations of text writers of 
authority generally accepted, and lastly, 
with most precision, in the field which 
they cover, in the authoritative decision of 
prize courts. | need hardly stop to point 
out the great work under the last head 
accomplished, amongst others, by Marshall 
and Story in these states, by Lord Stowell 
in England, and by Portalis in France. 

From these sources we get the evidence 
which determines wheter or not a particu- 
lar canon of conduct, or a 0ovarticular 
principle, has or has not received the ex- 
press or implied assent of nations. But 
international law is not as the tweive 
tables of Rome. It is not a closed book. 
Mankind is not. stationary. Gradual 
change and gradual growth of opinion are 
Silently going on, Opinions, doctrines, 
usages, advocated by acute thinkers are 
making their way in the world of thought. 
They are not yet part of the law of na- 
tions. In truth, neither doctrines derived 
from what is called the law of nature (in 
any of its various meanings) nor philan- 
thropic ideas, however just or humane, nor 
the opinions of text writers, however emi- 
nent, nor the usages of individual states— 
none of these, nor all combined, consti- 
tute international law. 

If we depart from the solid ground I 
have indicated, we find ourselves amid the 
treacherous quicksands of metaphysical 
and ethical speculation; we are bewildered 
by the French writers in their love of 
un systeme, and perplexed by the obscure 
‘subtleties of writers like Hautefeuille with 
his loi primitive and loi secondaire.

Mr. Glenn spoke about thirty minutes, 
and he reviewed the evidence and record, 
picking up the chain of evidence and show- 
ing that there was premeditation about the 
fight.

Austin Pleads for Life. 

The speech of Mr. Austin, which closed 
the argument in the case, was undoubtedly 
the effort of his life. In eloquent words he 
pleaded for the life of Hanye, asking that 
justice’ be tempered with mercy, believing 
justice would be satisfied and the law sus- 
tained if a commutation were to be granted. 

He began speaking at 12:30, but was in- 
terrupted at 1 o’clock by-the governor, who 
asked that a recess be taken until after- 
noon, as several matters of importance 
demanded his attention. 

At 3 o’clock Mr. Austin resumed his 
speech and concluded at 5 o’clock., 

After exhausting the evidence in the case, 
he reviewed each witness, showing their 
“character and to what extent they should 
be believed. 

At the close of his remarks he stated 
that Hanye had asked him to return his 
thanks to the governor for the considera- 
tion that had been given his case. 

“I am commissioned by Arthur Ilanye, 
May it please your excellency,” said Mr. 
Avstin, *‘to bear to you his deep gratitude 
and thanks for what you have done for 

im. Be your decision either for or against 
him, he is grateful and prays to his God 
in hs cell that you may do what is right 
and what justice and mercy demand.”

NEW QUESTIONS ASKED DAILY. 
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Treasury Department Circular Does 
Not Give Enough Information. 
Washingt»n, August 20.—When the offi- 
cials of the treasury department prepared 
circular 123 they were of the opinion that 
every conceivable question concerning the 
finance and coinage of the United States 
had been answered. They find fiat they 

are mistaken. 

Hardly a day passes but questions are 
asked that circular 123 does not even refer 
to. Those concerning the ownership of 
gold and silver mines in the United States 
are the most numereus. Director of the 
Mint Preston says it is almost impossible 
to give the satisfactory reply to these in- 
qQuiries. The gold and silver mines of the 
United States, he says, are largély stock 
affairs and it is very difficult to trace out 
the ownership of stocks. Great blocks of 
Kuropean capital, le says, are always in 
the United States awaiting paying invest- 
ments, and when gold and silver mines pre- 
sent themselves they are readily taken up. 
It is well known, he Says, that the Roths- 
childs and other foreign capitalists are 
large owners of stock in dividend paying 
g0ld and silver mines of the United States. 

Whwut percentage of such stock foreign 
capitalists own,gcannot be determined. No 
Official statistics on this subject have ever 
been gathered by the United States gOv- 
ernment. Mr. Preston says he will make 
an effort to gather such information for the 
present calendar year.

JULY'S HEAT DEATHS 


Report of the Health Department Shows 
That Many Succumbed. 


OFFICIAL REPORT MADE OUT 


Terrific Heat Slightly Increased At- 
lanta’s July Death Rate. 


OTHER CITIES SUFFER MUCH WORSE 


Atlanta’s Health Unusually Good. 
Very Little Sickness in Spite of 
the Torrid Weather. 


—— 


The effect of the recent excessive heat 
has been to increase the death rate to a 
large extent in every city in the country, 
and Atlanta has been no exception to the 
rule, though her increase has been slight 
when compared to most of the cities of the 
United States. 

The official report of the Atlanta health 
department for the month of July has 
just been completed. It contains some 
» very interesting Gata. There were more 
deaths in Atlanta during last month than 
any other month for sixteen years. ‘This 
is principally due to the unusual heat 
‘which swept the country like a plague, 
but also to a large extent due to the in- 
crease in the city’s population. 

August will also show a decided increase 
in the number of deaths, though there 
will not be as many as during July. July 
is¢ the most fatal month of the year and 
when a hot wave of unprecendented se- 
verity occurs in that month, it is only 
natural that there should be a large 
increase in the death rofl. 

There were 213 deaths in Atlanta in July. 
This is thirteen more than the next high- 
est month for many years, which was 
July, 18938, when 200 were recorded. The 
following table gives the mor- 
tality for any one month in the year since 
1880:

was 18.51 for every 1,000 population. 
is very much lower than most of the cities 
from which reports have been received 
at the health department. Charleston’s 
death rate for July amounted to 27.72 for 
every 1,000 population, and some of the 
larger cities of the north and west showed 
an even larger rate. This was due to 
the excessive heat which killed men, women 
and children by the thousands. The news- 
papers were filled with accounts of the 
number of deaths caused by actual ex- 
posure to the sun. The number already 
ill who died because they were unable to 
recover with the heat so oppressive, is, 
of course, much greater than the number 
whose names appeared in the newspapers. 
In Greater New York alone there were 
more than 1,v00 deaths in one week. 

So far the indications are that August 
will have about 180 deaths. One hundred 
and twenty have already been reported, 
and two-thirds of the month has elapsed. 
Health Inspector Veal when seen yesterday 
said that in spite of the great heat the 
health of the people of Atlanta is unusually 
good at this time. There is very little 
fever at all, and every case sv far re- 
ported has developed from the use of well 
water instead of hydrant water from the 
city reservoir. 

One peculiar thing in the health reports 
received from al! sections of the city for 
July shows that the negroes who died from 
consumption outnumbered the whites more 
than four to one. This is reversing the 
state of affairs that existed a few years 
ago, when it was a very unusual thing 
to hear of many deaths from consumption 
among the negroes. Last month fourteen 
negroes died from the disecase and four 
white persons. Sixteen negro children died 
from cholera infantum, where eight white 
babies died of the same disease. Of the 
total number of July deaths ninety-one 
were whites and one hundred and twenty- 
two negroes.

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What Is McKinley To Do? 

In ‘spite of the criticism which the sin- 
gle standard organs have heaped upon 
the democratic nominee, because of the 
frequent speeches which he has made 
during the campaign, these same organs 
are nevertheless forced to admit that 
McKinley is no match for Bryan on the 
stump. 

Of this fact there can be .no possible 
doubt. In the few brief speeches which 
McKinley has made since receiving the 
nomination at the hands of his party 
last June, he has never once deigned to 
enter upon a serious discussion of the 
issues which now confront the people. 
Instead of planting himself squarely 
upon the St. Louis platform and mak- 
ing a bold, aggressive fight for the prin- 
ciples therein expressed, he has simply 
clouded the issues of the campaign by 
indulging in vagaries, generalities and 
platitudes. 

On the other hand, the democratic 
nominee has discussed in a bold and 
Straightforward manner every issue 
joined between the two great parties. 
His conduct during the campaign has 
been that of a fearless tribune of the 
people. Never once has he refused to 
discuss the principles upon which he 
relies for success in November, and 
every statement which he has made im 
the campaign has been as lucid and 
transparent as a crystal. Though some 
of his envious critics have accused him 
of being florid and pyrotechnic in his 
Style of oratory, none of them has yet 
been so reckless as to accuse him of cow- 
ardly evasion; nor can such a charge be 
laid at his door as long as he is a can- 
didate before the people. 

As a logical result of these divergent 
methods of discussing the issues of the 
campaign, Mr. Bryan has steadily grown 
in popularity while Mr. McKinley has 
found it necessary-to desist from speak- 
ing altogether. 

His reasons for adopting the policy of 
silence are manifold. In the first place, 
he has be advised to do so by the 
managers jof his campaign, who recog- 
nize the fact that he is by no means a 
brilliant success on the stump. Again, 
he is not the orator that Bryan 
Though a man of vigorous intellect, he 
lacks the ready use of his powers which 
belongs in-such a marked degree to the 
democratic candidate. But though he 
were Bryan’s equal in every respect, he 
would still lack that essential element 
of strength which comes from a right- 
eous cause. Representing the syndi- 
cates, trusts, monopolies and corpora- 
tions of the land, and wearing upon his 
neck the collar of the single gold stand- 
ard, he lacks the inspiration which he 
would otherwise find in meeting face to 
‘face the great masses of the people. 

Lacking these essential elements of 
successful speaking, Mr. McKinley has 
decide’i to refrain from anything like an 
oratorical exercise of his vocal organs 
during the campaign.

It would be a great gain for the cause 
of the people if Mr. Bourke Cockran’s 
fee were large enough to justify him in 
delivering his “argument” for the Brit- 
ish gold standard in all parts of the 
country, flanked by the group of dis- 
tinguished millionaires and multi-mil- 
lionaires who sat on the platform with 
him at Madison Square Garden.

The Gold Corner. 

The report of the New York stock 
market, to be found in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution, is not only interesting but 
highly entértaining. The prices quoted 
amount to nothing whatever; they have 
not a spark of importance; they are 
purely speculative and are made by two 
small groups of men who toss the listed 
stocks to one another in the hope of in- 
ducing curious speculators to take a 
hand in the game. 

The interesting and entertaining feat- 
ure in the report to which we refer lies 


| in the remarks which are used to intro- 


duce the quotations. People who take 
only a casual anil a passing interest in 
the market page will perceive nothing 
interesting nor entertaining in the pref- 
atory remarks, but close observers will 
read between the lines and instantly 
perceive what is going on behind the 
scenes. This is the way the report 
reads: 

New York, ‘August 19.—The event of 
the day in financial circles was the an- 
nouncement by Lazard Freres that they 
intended to import $2,000,000. gold from 
Kurope. At the office of the firm it was 
Stated that the transaction was purely 
an exchange operation, The announce- 
ment led to a good deal of talk of fur- 
ther imports and a movement by bank- 
ers to bring about an influx of the 
metal the same as in 1893, when fifteen 
Or twenty millions was imported by a 
syndicate, Nothing of an official char- 
acter could be obtained on this score 
up to the close of business at the stock 
exchange. The heaviness of sterling ex- 
change, the demand for the metal and 
the inability to obtain time money 
strengthen the belief that there will be 
further importations in -the: near fu- 
ture, 


This is an announcement to the effect 
that the gold syndicates both in this 
country and Eurepe are becoming alarm- 
ed at the growth of the people’s move- 
ment in favor of the restoration of sil- 
ver, and are now prepared to reverse the 
methods by which they have been drain- 
ing gold from this country and giving 
Mr. Cleveland an excuse to issue bonds. 
“Our readers will remember that as 
Soon as the political campaign opened, 
the international bankers, in order to 
prevent another bond issue, which they 
feared wouid prove fatal to the gold 
Standard campaign, magnanimously 
agreed to exchange their gold for green- 
backs. Previously they had scornfully 
refused to entertain the idea that they 
ought to go to the aid of the gold re- 
serve. ‘They caused their organs to an- 
nounce in very large type that they were 
not in business for their health, and 
that patriotism” bore no proper redations 
to the management of the nation’s 
finances. “If the government wants 
gold,’ they said, “let the government do 
as private corporations are compelled 
to do; sell bonds and get it.” They saw 
the reserve dwindle away on four sep- 
arate occasions. In fact, they were ac- 
tive in causing it to dwindle. They saw 
a debt of pearly four hundred millions, 
principal and interest, saddled on the 
common people of the country, and still 
they refused to go to the aid of the 
treasury. They .raided the reserve, and 
as a definite part of their scheme of 
spoliation, they demanded bonds. 

But almost as soon as the campaign 
had begun they changed their tactics 
and began to exchange gold for green- 
backs. ‘Their motives were so plain, 
however, that nobody was deceived but 
themselves. The market statement 
which we have quoted above shows be- 
yond all question that the international 
bankers who form the gold syndicate 
have come to the conclusion that their 
magnanimity in exchanging gold for 
greenbacks has not been properly ap- 
preciated, and in order to attract public 
attention and demonstrate how magnan- 
imous they can be when their interests 
are at stake in a political campaign, 
they have concluded not only to protect 
the treasury but to go through the farce 
of importing some of the gold which 
they hold in stock abroad. Lazard 
Freres, sub-agents of the gold syndicates, 
have engaged to import $2,000,000, and 
it is to be presumed that other sub- 
agents have orders to follow suit. 

But what does all this show? § It 
Shows beyond all question—(1) That the 
available supply of gold i8§ cornered; (2) 
that a few great firms backed by the 
Rothschilds can cause the metal to be 
exported or imported according as their 
selfish interests may dictate; (3) that 
every dollar of bonded indebtedness re- 
cently fastened on the people is robbery 
pure and simple—the result of collusion 
and fraud: and (4) that these interna- 
tional bankers, having cornered gold, are 
able to manipulate the rates of exchange 
to suit themselves. 

For the first time in three vears the 
rates of exchange are at par, and they 
have been brought to this point by a de- 
sire on the part of the bond syndicate 
to postpone further bond issues until 
after the election. 

Now what do the people think of a 
financial condition that puts into the 
hands of a few men the power to rob 
the country by means of the gold stand- 
ard? 

The Record of the Hot Wave. 

Having emerged from the feverish at- 
mosphere of the last two weeks into a 
recess of cooler winds, the suffering 
which the hot wave entailed may now 
be leisurely considered. 

Strange to say, the results of the visi- 
tation were far more serious in the 
north than in the south. In the larger 
cities of the country, such as New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia and Boston, the 
heat was so overpowering that hundreds 
of lives were lost. In New York no 
less than 445 deaths occurred directly 
from sunstroke, while corresponding 
records are shown by the other cities. 

Aside from such fatal results as this, 
the warm spell had a most depressing 
effect on business. The following 
record of financial disasters is furnished 
by one of the papers of New York:

The reason for this heavy loss in trade 
circles is at once apparent. Few people 
indulge their appetite to the extent of 
eating meat, especially for dinner. in 
extremely hot weather. @ffier dishes 
are likewise stricken from the custo- 
inary bill of fare. Women, as a rule, 
prefer to do their shopping in pleasant 
weather, and as the retail business of 
the country is largely maintained by 
such purchasers, there is usually but 
little done when the women stay at 
home. 

In Chicago the number of deaths trace- 
able directly to the heat of the last few 
days is somewhere in the neighborhood 
of three hundred. It {s net to be dented 
that hundreds of invalids in Chicago 
and elsewhere have experienced serious 
if not fatal changes from the abnormal 
cordition of the weather. No correct 


information, however, can possibly be 


furnished as to the number of deaths 
which the hot wave has Indirectly oc- 
casioned. As to the effect of the heat 
on animals, over 1,500 horses perished in 
harness, while fruit to the value. of 
$1,000,000 was destroyed on South 
Water street alone, Chicago’s entire 
loss is estimated at $6,500,000. 

The death roll in Philadelpliia foots 
up 110 names, while the loss otherwise 
is fixed at $1,000,000. 

Though much further south than any 
of these cities, Atlanta experienced but 
little injury on account of the severe 
heat, In consideration of the havoc 
which the sun has played in other parts 
of the country, the people of this city 
have ample cause for rejoicing.

A Much Needed Improvement. 

It is to be hoped that the city council 
will find its way clear to act favorably 
on the proposition to raise the grade of 
Edgewood avenue, according to the 
plans which have been approved by the 
city engineer. 

This is one of the most important 
thoroughfares of the city, and until this 
contemplated improvement is made, a 
large section of the street must forego 
the expectation of permanent improve- 
ment, as it is conceded by all that the 
present grade must be changed sooner 
gr later. Until this is done, buildings of 
a permanent nature eannot be erected 
and but little progress will be made in 
the development of the street. 

The entire work proposed can be done 
at a.cost.of considerably less than 
$30,000, and by easy payments. The in- 
‘crease in the tax valuation of property 
alone. will pay for the work in a few 
years. 

The proposition is now under con- 
sideration by committees from the coun- 
cil. It was discussed yesterday, and 
action will probably be taken before 
the next meeting of the council. 

The improvement is one in which the 
whole city is interested, and public opin- 
ion will fully indorse the action of the 
council should it authorize it, and if 
the work is to be done, there is no better 
time for it than now, when so many of 
our laboring men need work. 
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Interesting Penal Statistics. 

The commissioner of labor has just is- 
sued a bulletin showing the number of 
convicts in the various penal institu- 
tions of the United States. 

The total number of these convicts, 
based upon the returns for 1895, is 4.,- 
244. In comparison with the figures for 
LS85, the showing is anything else but 
satisfactory and shows that such erimes 
as murder, robbery and other felonies 
have rapidly increased during the past 
decade. In 1885 the number of convicts 
in the United States was only 41,887, or 
12,557 less than the number shown by 
the records ten years later. 

Of the number imprisoned in 1885, 
only 1,967 were females. The number of 
females, as shown by the prison records 
for 1805, is 1,988. In 1895 the number 
of criminals engaged in productive labor 
was 30,857, or 73.7 per cent of the total 
number: of convicts at that time. In 
1895 the number of convicts thus em- 
ployed, as shown in the bulletin furnish- 
el by the commissioner of labor, is 
38,415, or only 70.8 per cent of the total 
number of convicts. 

An increase in the amount of work 
done by convicts is shown in the returns 
from Alabama, Connecticut, Florida, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Missouri, New Hampshire, New Mexico, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Texas, 
Vermont, Virginia, Washington and Wis- 
consin. 

In the following states a decrease has 
occurred: Arizona, Arkansas, California, 
Colorado, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maine, Michigan, Mississippi, Nebraska, 
Nevada, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, Tennessee and West Vir- 
ginia. 
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The Washington correspondent of The 
New York Journal of Commerce an- 
nounces that the silver movement is on 
the “‘wane.” But somehow the able edi- 
tor refuses to believe his esteemed cor- 
respondent. It is either very funny or 
very sad, we forget which. 
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The subsidized newspapers are evi- 
dently of the opinion that they are” not 
earning their money unless they an- 
nounce once a week that the silver move- 
ment is declining. We trust they will 
keep up these announcements to the 
bitter end. 
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The London Times wants the republi- 
cans to turn their attention to the work- 
ingmen. The Times has a right to make 
suggestions. A good deal of British 
boodle has been placed with Hanna. 
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The gold organs are constantly talking 
about “a campaign of education” for the 
people. What better financial education 
could the people have than that which 
has been given to them by the gold syn- 
dicates and the Cleveland administra- 
tion? An education that costs: $400,000, - 
000 in cash in three years ought to be a 
good one. 
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There is not a free coinage newspaper 
in Chicago, and yet the people are over- 
whelmingly for Bryan and free coinage, 
The support of subsidized newspapers is 
hurting the money power worse and 
worse every day.

W. W. Draper: “I was not present at 
the meeting Tuesday night and do not 
know how it came about.

Frank M. Potts: “I do not understand 
it.

I heard nothing of the meeting 
at which it was done, and don’t know 
who attended it nar where it was held. 
It was understood beyond question that 
the mayoralty would not be interfered 
with by the committee of forty.

‘“T think that I was notified,’’ the 
yesterday, ““‘but I could not be there.” 

Mr. Woodsen was asked if it was not the 
intention of the committee when organized 
to “hands off’’ on the race for mayor. 

“Tl prefer not to state,” he said. “It 
might have been, or it might not have 
been. I did not participate in the action of 
any committee indorsing Mr. Collier.” 

Not an Indorsement, Says Ellis. 

Captain W. D. Ellis was not at the meet- 
ing, and had no knowledge of its action. 
He was surprised to note that it was called 
an indorsement of the committee of forty. 
“I donot think it was an indorsement,” he 
said yesterday. ‘“‘It was simply Mr. Col- 
lier’s friends, who got together and con- 
sidered the advisability of putting his name 
at the head of the ticket.*I was not there. 

“The original intention in the organiza- 
tion of the committee, as I understood, was 
not to consider the mayoralty question. It 
was simply, I believe, to take up the ques- 
tion of aldermen and councilmen, ‘The 
understanding was to take no part in the 
race for mayor.’’ 

Knew of No Indorsement. 

Mr. E. P. Chamberlin did not know of 
the action of the commititee. He had re- 
ceived notice of the session, but did not 
attend. 

“IT was made a member of the commit- 
tee,” he said, “‘without my knowledge. lI 
have been to only one meeting. I didn’t 
know what the primary object was, and 
don’t know whether the mayor’s race was 
to be considerea by the committee or not.” 

Exceeded Their Authority. 

Dr. J. A. Cofer: “It Was the express pur- 
pose of the committee to name only 
candidates for council and the aldermanic 
board. I went into the meeting of the com- 
mittee and participated in the nomination 
of a ticket with that understanding. I 
know nothing of the meeting Tuesday 
night, which is said to have put Mr. Collier 
at the head of the ticket. Those who took 
that action exceeded their authority and 
they have no right to use the name of the 
committee.”’

Editor Constitution—In my article in 
your paper today you make me say: ‘“‘Prop-. 
erty is at least 80 per cent off in prices cur- 
rent some years since, or about the time 
the present assessment was levied.” I 
wrote, or meant to write, ‘30 per cent.” 
And, “‘now while I am up,’’ as Deacon Mor- 
ris would say, I would like to give a few 
additional reasons why the city tax rate 
should be reduced.

they can pay. People will come here, buy 
and improve property if we can succeed in 
having the tax rate lowered according +:

Georgia To Be Cobwebbed with Tele- . 
phone Wires. 
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NEW LINES BELOW MACON 


Atlanta Will Soon Be Talking to New 
York—New Connections 
Made. 


The telephone system of Georgia is to be 
very materially increased in a short while. 
So great has been the vatronage of the 
telephone companies that they will at 
Once begin to build new lines in all parts 
of the state. 

An important line will be built from 
Rome to Cave Spring to Cedartown. This 
line will give these towns telephone con- 
nection with Atlanta, and will very great- 
ly increase the system in that part of the 
state. 

Another line will be built from Macon 
to Fort Vatiey to Montezuma to Ogle- 
thorpe to Americus. This line will con- 
nect the above named towns with At- 
lanta since Atlanta is already connected 
with Macon. 

Another line will be built from Atlanta 
to Macon, making three direct circuits 
between Atlanta and that city. By the 
building of the new line to Macon Griffin 
will be given another wire to Atlanta, 
making three lines connecting these two 
places, 

The materiai for these lines is now ar- 
riving from New York and work will be 
commenced oy them at once and by next 
spring they will be completed. 

Besides these new lines in Georgia, Ope- 
lika will be connected with Montgomery, 
Ala., which gives Atlanta direct communi- 
cation with Montgomery. Atlanta is now 
connected with Opelika. 

The erection of these new lines gives 
Georgia nearly 500 miles of telephone wire. 
She is far ahead of many other states in 
this matter, and inside of two years, if 
the plans of the telephone companies are 
carried out, she will have as many miles 
of telephone wires as almost any other 
state in the union. Every town will have 
direct connection with Atlanta and with 
the neighboring states. 

It is expected that work will be begun 
next spring on the line that will connect 
Atlanta with New York by telephone. All 
the difficulties met with in the erection 
of this line have about been overcome and 
tne final arrangement will soon be made. 
There is every reason to believe that At- 
lanta will be connected with New York

If there be no war, there is at best an 
armed peace. 

Figures are appalling. I take those for 
1895. In Austria the annual cost of army 
and navy was, in round figures, eighteen 
millions sterling; in France thirty-seven 
millions; in Germany twenty-seven millions; 
in Great Britain thirty-six millions; in 
Italy thirteen millions and in Russia fif- 
ty-two millions. 

The significance of these figures is in- 
creased if we compare them with those of 
former times, The normal cost of the 
armaments of war has of late years enor- 
mously increased. The annual interest on 
the public debt of the great powers is a 
war tax. Behind this array of facts stands 
a tragic figure. It tells a dismal tale. It 
speaks of over-burthened industries, of a 
waste of human @ ergy unprofitably en- 
faged, oft the squandering of treasure 
which might have let light into many lives, 
of homes made desolete, and all this, too 
often, without recompense in the thought 
that these sacrifices have been made for 
the love of country or to preserve national 
honor or for national safety. When will 
governments learn the lesson that wisdom 
and justice in policy are a stronger securl-

ty than weight of armament? 

“Ah! when shall all men's good, 

The fifty years treaty of alliance between 
Argos and Lacedaemon contained a clause 
to the effect that if any difference should 
arise between the contracting parties, Ufey 
should have recourse to the arbitration ol 
a neutral power, in accerdance with the 
custom of their ancestors. These views of 
enlizhtened pagan.sm have been Tre-eh- 
forced in Christian t.mes. The Roman em- 
pire for a time, and afterwards in fuller 
measure, the popes—as we have seen—by 
their abitrament often preserved the peace 
of the old world and prevented the sacrilice 
of blood and treasure. But from time to 
time, and more fiercely when the influence 
or the head of Christendom lessened, the 
passions of men broke out, the lust for do- 
minion asserted itself and many parts of 
Kurope became so many fields of Golgotha. 
In our own times the desire has spread 
and grown strong for peaceful methods for 
the settlement of international disputes. 
The reason lies on the surface. Men and 
nations are more enlightened; the grievous 
burthen of military armaments is 
sorely felt, and in these days when, 
broadly speaking, the people are enthron- 
ed, their views find free and forcible ex- 
pression in a world-wide press. The move- 
ment has been taken up by societies of 
thoughtful and learned men __ in 
pluces. The “‘Kureau International 
Paix’’ records the fact that some 
four voluntary peace associations exist, 
which some forty are in Europe and tifiy- 
four in America. Several congresses have 
been held in Europ? to enforce the same 
object, and in 1873 there was established at 
Ghent the “Institut du Droit Internation- 
al,” the declared object of which is to put 
international law on ae ~sodlid footing, to 
discuss and clear up moot points, and to 
substiiuwte a system of rules conformable 
to right 


for the blind chances of force and 
the lavish expenditure of human life. 

Im 1873 also the association for the reform 
and codification cf the law of nations was 
formed, and it today pursuing active 
propaganda under the name of the Inter- 
natronal Law Association, which it adopt 
ed in 1894. It also has published a report 
affirming the need of a system of interna- 
tional arbitration. 

In 1888 a congress of Spanish and Ameri- 
can jurists was held at Lisbon, wach it 
was resolved that it was indispersable 
that a tribunal of arbitration should be 
constituted with a view to avo.d the neces- 
sitv of war between nations. 

But more hopeful still—the movement has 
spread to legislative representative bodies. 
As far back 1833 the senate of Muassa- 
chusetts proclaimed the necessity for some 
peaceful means of reconciling interna‘:onal 
differences, and affirmed the expediency of 
establishing a court of nations. 

In 1890 the senate and house of represen- 
tatives of the United States adopted a 
concurrent resolution, requesting the vbres- 
ident to make use of any fit occasion to 
enter into negotiations with other govern- 
ments, to the end that any difference or 
dispute which could not be adjusted by 
diplomatic agency, might be referred to 
arbitration and peacefully adjusted by 
such means. 

The British house of commons in 
responded by passing unanimously a 
lution expressive of the satisfaction it felt 
with the action of congress, and of the 
hope that the government of the queen 
would lend its ready co-operation to give 
effect to it. President Cleveland officially 
communicated this last resolution to con- 
gress, and expressed his gratification that 
the sentiments of two great and kindred 
naions were thus authoritatively manifest- 
ed in fovor of the national and peaceable 
settlement of international quarrels by 
recourse to honorable arbitration. ‘The par- 
liaments of Denmark, Norway and Switz- 
erland and the French chamber of depu- 
ties have followed suit. 

It seemed eminently desirable that there 
should be some agency by which members 
of the great representative and legislative 
hodies of the world, interested in this far- 
reaching question, should meet on a com- 
mon ground and discuss the basis tor com- 
mon action. 

With this object there has recently becn 
foundei “The Permanent Parliamentary 
Committee in favor of Arbitraton and 

or, as it is sometimes called, “The 
inter-Parlamentary Union.’’ This union 
has a permanent organization—its office is 
at Berne. Its members are rot vain ideal- 
ists. They are men of the world. They 
do not claim to be regenerators of man- 
Kind, nor do they promise the millennium, 
but th®y are doing honest and useful work 
in making straighter and less difficult the 
path of intelligent progress. Their tirst 
formal meeting was held in Paris in 1889 
under the presidency of the late M. Jules 
S mon; their second in 1890 in London un- 
der the presidency of Lord Herscheil, ex- 
sritain; their third 
under the presidency of 
their fourth in 182 at 
presidency of M. Droz: 
their fifth in 1894 at the Hague under the 
presidency of M. Rohnsen; their sixth in 
1895 at Brussels under the presidency of M. 
DPeschamps; and their seventh will, it is 
arranged, be held this year at Buda-Pesth. 
Speaking in th’s place I need only refer, 
in passing, to the remarkable pan-Ameri- 
can congress held in your states in 189 at 
the instance of the late Mr. Biaine, directed 
to the same peaceful. object. 

It is obvious, therefore, that the senti- 
ment for peace and in favor of arbitration 
as the alternative for war, is growing 
apace. How has that sentiment told on the 
direct action of nations? How far have 
they shaped their policy according to its 
methods? The answers to these questions 
are also hopeful and encouraging. 


Worse Calamities Than War. 
sanguine enough to lay this 
unction to my soul. Unbridled 
ambition—thirst for wide dominion—pride 
of power still hold sway, although I be- 
lieve with lessened force and in some sort 
under the restraint of the healthier opinion 
of the world. 

But further, friend as I am of peace, I 
would yet iwirm that there may be even 
greater calamities than war—the dishonor 
of a nation, the triumph of an unrighteous 
cause, the perpetuation of hopeless and de- 
busing tyranny: 

“War is honorable, 

In those who do their native rights main- 
tain; 

In those whose swords an iron barrier are, 

Between the lawless spoiler and the weak: 

But is, in those who draw the offensive 
blade . 

For added power or gain, sordid and des- 
picable.’’ 

It behooves, then, all who are friends of 
peace and advocates of arbitration to re- 
cognize the difficulties of the question, to 
eXamine and meet these difficulties and to 
discriminate between the cases in which 
friendly arbitration is, and in which it 
may not be, practically, possible. 

Pursuing this line of thought, the short- 
comings of international law reveal them- 
Selves to us and demonstrate the grave 
difficulties of the position. 

The analogy between arbitration as to 
matters in difference between individuals, 
and to matters in difference between na- 
tions, carries us but a short way. 

| Not Practical Yet. 

It may be enough to gay, that at this 
Stage the question of the constitution of a 
permanent tribunal is not ripe for practical 
discussion, nor will it be until the major- 
ity of the great powers have given in their 
adhesion to the principle. But whatever 
may be said for vesting the authority in 
such powers to select the arbitrators, from 
time to time, as occasion may arise, I 
doubt whether in any case a permanent 
tribunal, the members of which shall be 
a pr‘tori designated, is practicable or de- 
sirable, In -the first place the churacter of 
the best Tribunal mus: largely depend upon 
the question to be arbitrated. But upart 
from this, 1 gravely doubt the wisdom of 
giving that character of permanence to the 
personnel of any such tribunal. The inter- 
ests involved are commonly so enormous 
and the forces of natioual sympathy, pride 
and prejudice are sO searching, so great 
and so gubtle, that I doubt whether a tri- 
bunal, the membership of which ‘had a 
character. of permanence, even if solely 
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Bernes* under the 
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| composed of men accustomed to exercise 
the judicial faculty, would long retain gen- 
eral confidence, and I fear it might grad- 
ually assugie intolerable pretensions. 

There i3 danger, too, to be guarded 
against from another quarter. .50 long as 
war remains the sole court wherein to try 
international quarrels, the risks of failure 
are so tremendous, and the mere rumor 
of war so paralyzes commercial and indus- 
trial life, tnat pretensions wholly unfound- 
ed will rarely be advanced by any nation, 
and the strenuous efforts of siatesmen, 
whether immediately concerned Or not, 
will be directed to prevent war. But @ 
there be a standing court of nations to 
which any power may resort with little 
cost and no risk, the temptation may be 
strong to put forward pretentious and un- 
founded claims, in support of which there 
may readily be found, in most countries 
(can we except even Great Britain and the 
United States?), burybody jingoes only too 
ready to air their spurious and inflamma- 
tory patriotism. 

It is obvious that it 
judgment, as to mode, time an? cir 
stances, and that the task 
be undertaken hopefully, omty Where 
the mediator possesses great moral infiu- 
ence, and, where he is beyond the suspicion 
of any motive except desire for peace and 
the public good. 

There is, perhaps, no class of question in 
which mediation may not, time and occa- 
sion being wisely chosen, be usefully em- 
ployed, even in delicate questions affecting 
national honor and sentiment. 

Mr. President, I come to an end. I have 
but touched the fringe of a great subject. 
No one can doubt that sound and well-de- 
fined rules of international law conduce to 
the progress of civilization and help to in- 
sure the peace of the world. 

Inv dealing with the subject of arbitration 
I have thought it right to sound a note of 
caution, but it would, indeed, be a re- 
proach to our nineteen centuries of Chris- 
tian cilivizatiin, if there were now no bet- 
ter method, for settling international dif- 
ferences, than the cruel and debasing meth- 
ods of war. May we not hope that the 
people of these states and the peopie of 
the mother land—kindred peoples—may, in 
this matter, set an example, of lasting in- 
fluence, to the world? 

Its true signs are thought for the poor 
and suffering, chivalrous regard and re- 
spect for woman, the frank recognition ol 
human brotherhood, irrespective of race 
or color or nation or religion, the love of 
ordered freedom, abhorrence of what is 
mean and cruel and vile, its true, its high- 
est sense, must make for peace. We have 
solid grounds for faith in the future. Gov- 
ernment is becoming more and more, but 
in no narrow class sense, government of 
the people Fy the people and for the peo- 
ple. Populations are no longer moved and 
maneuvered as the arbitrary will or rest- 
less ambition or caprice of kings or po- 
tentates may dictate. And although democ- 
racy is subject to violent gusts of passton 
and prejudice, they are gusts only. The 
abiding sentiment for the masses is for 
peace—for peace to live industrious lives 
and to be at rest with all mankind. With 
the prophet of old they feel—though the 
feeling may find no articulate utterance— 
“how beautiful upon the mountains are the 
feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that 
publisheth peace!’’ 

Mr. President, I began. bv speaking of 
the two great divis ons—American and Brit- 
ish—of that English speaking world which 
you and I represent today, and with one 
more reference to them 1 end. 

Who can doubt the influence they pos- 
Sess for insuring the healthy progress and 
the peace of mankind”? Sut if this influ- 
ence is to be fully felt, they must work to- 
gether in cordial friendsh p, each people in 
its own sphere of action. If they have 
great power, they have also great responsi- 
bility. No cause they espouse can fail; no 
cause they oppose can triumph. The fu- 
ture, is in large part, theirs. They have 
the making of history in the times that are 
to come. The greatest calamity that could 
befall would be strife which should divide 
them. 

Let us pray that this shall never be. Let 
us pray that they, always self-respecting, 
each in honor upholding its own flag, safe- 
guarding its own heritage of right and 
respecting the rights of others, each in its 
own way fulfilling its h‘'gh national destiny, 
shall yet work in harmony for the progress 
and the peace of the world. 

Concludes His Address. 

Lord Russell cone!uded his address at 
12:15 o'clock. As he closed, the audience 
vigorously applauded, and then by way of 
emphasizing its approval of Lord Rusgell's 
remarks, rose to its feet and cheered for 
Several minutes. An informal recess was 
taken, during which all that couid possibly 
do so crowded to the platform and clasped 
the hand of Lord Russell. When order was 
restored, Edward-J. Phelps, of Vermont, 
moved that the thanks of the association be 
presented to Lord Russe!l for the luminous 
and eloquent address of his lordship which 
they had had the pleasure of hearing. This 
Was seconded by James Carter, of New 
York, and carried. General E. E. Bullara, 
of New York, offered the following, which 
was carried unanimously: 

Resolved; That the American Bar As- 
sociation concurs with the pr.nciples 
enunciated in the eloquent address of 
Lord Chief Justice Russell. Be it further 

Resolved, That it be referred to the 
committee on international law to reec- 
ommend such further action as shall be 
deemed proper to forward the great 
cause of international arbitration. 

Routine Work Is Begun. 

During this time Lord Russell and his 
party retired from the hall. The routine 
business of the association was taken up. 
The first of the routine business was the 
report of the committee on jurisprudence 
and law reform, of which Senator Gray, 
of Delaware, is chairman. He reported 
progress and asked for further time. 
Robert D. Benedict, of New York, chair- 
man of the committee on judicial adminis- 
tration and remedial procedure, presented 
a very voluminous report, which, in the 
main, favored appeal in criminal cases and 
reached .these conclusions: 


“That there is no general dissatisfaction 
with the system of review in criminal 
cases now in vogue in the several states; 
second, that evils inherent or growing out 
of these systems are not sufficient to jus- 
tify such change in the law as would de- 
prive a person convicted of crime of the 
right of appeal for determination of ques- 
tions of law; and third, a pardon bvard, 
with jurisdiction to review the rulings of 
the trial court, would constitute another 
and unnecessary appellate court. There 
are cases where, by reason of the lapse 
of time, or other causes, even partial relief 
from the penalties of an unjust conviction 
can be found only in the clemency of the ex- 
ecutive or pardoning power.’”’ 

The report was adopted. 

Report on International Law. 

The report on international law was made 
through its chairman, Everett P. Wheeler, 
of New York city. It recommended that 
the American Bar Association concur in 
the following resolutions adopted by the 
American conference on international ar- 
bitration at Washington in April: 

1. That in the judgment of this confer- 
ence religion, humanity and justice as 
well as the material interests of civil- 
ized society, demand the immediate 
establishment between the United States 
and Great Britain of a permanent sys- 
tem of arbitration and the earliest pos- 
sible extension Of such a system to em- 
brace all civilized nations, 

2. That it is earnestly recommended to 
our government so soon as it is assured 
of a corresponding disposition on the 
part of the British government to ne- 
gotiate a treaty providing for the widest 
practical application of the method of 
=" to international controver- 
sies. 

3. That a committee of this conference 
be appointed to prepare and present to 
the president of .the United States a 
memorial .respectfully urging the tak- 
ing Of such steps on the part of the 
United States as will best conduce to the 
end in view. 

These resolutions were most ably seconded 
by Hon, Henry Hitchcock, of Missouri 
and were unanimously carried. The con- 
vention then adjourned until 8 o’clock this 
evening. 

Session of Legal Education. 

The session of legal education held at 3 
o'clock this aftermrcon was well attended. 
The first paper was by J. Randolph Tuck- 
er, of Washington and Lee university, on 
‘Best Training for the Americar Bar of 
the Future.” 


‘Other Papers Read. 


J. Randolph Tucker’s Speech. 

In his paper before the section of legal 
education of the American Bar Association, 
Hon. J. Randolph Tucker, of Virginia, 
considered what is ‘‘The Best Training for 
the American Bar of the Future; What 
Shall the Schools Teach and How Shall 


requires tact and

They Teach; and How Long Shall They 
Teach.”’ 

He maintdined: “First, that the lawyer 
as a minister at the altar of justice of the 
ideal jus, through the actual lex, must 
be trained to believe his employmrent ts 
a public duty, primarily to God and his 
country; not a mere vocation for private 
wealth or honor; and that his functions 
as lawyer or judge are to be performed for 
the promotion of truth and right, and for 
the defeat of falsehood and wrong. This 
is the primal lesson. 

“Second. The lawyer should have liberal 
culture. Is there anything in philosophy 
or science, in history or literature, he 
should not know, in order to reach the 
summit of his noble vocation? 

“Third. As law js a_ historic scierice, 
because every law system has had his- 
toric development, the student must be 
taught and should learn the history of 
legal science; from its anc’ent landmarks, 
along the pathway of its progress to pres- 
ent conditions. He should be taught and 
learmy comparatiye jurisprudence, thus 
broadening his views of his own by conr- 
parison with others, and avoiding the: nar- 
rowness and error which comes from a too 
exclusive cons.deration of his own local 
polity. 

“Tne interesting relation between the 
civil law and the common law, which mod- 
ern investigation has shown to be closer 
than at one time was supposed to exist; 
the derivation of much of the common law 
Irom the reservoir of the corpus juris 
civilus and the refiex influence of the com- 
mon law upon the code and practice of 
the civilian’ in our own states; nrake it 
important and essential, where practicable, 
that each system should be distinctively 
taught in schools, where the other is the 
main and primal subject of instruction, 

“Fourth. Constitutional law is therefore 
a special theme for the lawyer of the 
United States, for on the integrity and 
supremacy o these constitutions over 
men and states, and governments, state 
and federal, depend the perpetuity of our 
union, and the security of our liberties 
as men. 

“How shall he be taught? 

“We must teach him to teach himself, 

“First. By the best textbooks, which 
shall precisely state the law as it has been 
settled by statute and adjudications, This, 
{[ must think, is best in the first stages. 

“Second. In connection with this, lee- 
tures full and free, showing the natural 
and moral foundation for the principles, 
or the ‘historic origin of what is arbitrary, 
and may seen’ contrary to morality or 
reason, 

“] believe in lectures along with text- 
books; not on them so much as parallel 
to them, and embodying the views of the 
teacher and of other authors. The student 
takes in by the spoken words of a good 
teacher what he never derives from the 
written words of the best autbor. They 
work well together. 

“Third. By the use of cases, leading and 
illustrative of the doctrine in Hand. 

AS a@ practical question it may be left 
to the teacher to decide whether the study 
Of cases, sO admirably enforced on the 
original suggestions of the eminent Pro- 
fessor Langdell, of Harvard, should be 
cotemporanGous with the study of text- 
books, detining and settling general prin- 
ciples, or be deferred to a quasi post- 
graduate course at a later period.

teacher must inspire the student with a 
deep sense of his duty for full preparation 
for the immense work before hin 
“How long shall he study ? 

“Lt concede three years better than

course, nay, 1 would prefer four, live years 
to three,’’ j 

Mr. Tucker closed by saying that while 
urging a longer course of studv than one 
year, his efforts as a professor of law 
were to lay a foundation of jtegal princi- 
pies, based on moral truth and leading 
cases, such as put the student in a condi- 
ton for such self-training for life and in- 
sure to him the eminent ability that will 
fit him for the most exalted duties of bis 
great calling. “Such training,” he said. 
had made the great judges from Marshall 
to. Brewer and from Sir Edward Coke ito 
Lord Russell.” 7 

Professor James Colby, of Dortnouth 
college, spoke on “The Collegiate Study of 
Law.”’ 

In the absence of George H. iemmett, 
of Johns Hopkins university, who had pre- 
pared a paper on *‘Legal Education in 
Ergland,’’ the paper was read by Judge 
Gager, of New Haven, 

A resolution was adopted providing that 
the meeting should recommend a certain 
standard to be followed by law Schools, 
and that such schools failed to come 
up to the requirements so rex ommended 
should be discountenanced. 

The fact that Montague Crackenthorpe, 
of England, was to fread a paper on “The 
Uses of Legal History,”’ was suffier nt to 
bring out a large crowd at the evening 
Session, many of whom were ladies. Mr. 
Crackenthorpe was accorded a generous 
Ovation when he was introduced by }'resi- 
dent Moorfield Storey, of Bosten. Among 
Other things he satd: 

Montague Crackenthorpe Speaks. 

The paper by Montague Crackanthorpe 
on “The Uses of Legal History” after a re- 
view of the development of English law, 
pointed out the value of a knowledge of 
this development and of a scientific under- 
Standing of archaic law, in the practice 
of today, and concluded with a plea that 
the younger men should pursue the study 
of legal history side by side with their 
strictly professional work, and that the 
Older men should remember that there are 
more things in the heaven and earth of 
legal practice than are dreamt of in their 
actual experience. 

Mr. Crackanthorpe began his address by 
paying a strong compliment to the standard 
of legal education in the United States, 
of which he said: “Your standard of legal 
education is a very high one, higher, indeed, 
than it is in my own country. If I am not 
misinformed, you have in the United States 
some seventy-five law schools, of which 
sixty-five are associated with universities. 
The reputation of at least one of these, 
the Harvard Law school, has long attracted 
the attention of Europe. 

The speaker then went on to define the 
limitations between knowledge of cases 
and the scientific knowledge of law in gen- 
eral. There was a great lack of such 
knowledge among. practitioners, he held, 
and also in the regular textbooks, yet 
there was not only pleasure but profit in 
the study of legal history. In regard to the 
study of early English history the speaker 
pointed out the necessity of freeing the 
mind from all. pre-conceptions, as the moral 
ideas of the past were not those of the 
present. The tendency of civilization is 
to enlarge the law.from the domain of 
morals, to convert the voluntary morality 
of one generation into the obligatory law 
of the next. He instanced particularly the 
growth in the Vaw of trademarks in the 
protection of trade morals. 

In regard to the growth of Anglo-Ameri- 
can law the speaker said: “Its orfgin is 
composite like that of the race itself, Its 
Staple is unquestionably Anglo-Saxon, but 
there is a large admixture besides. It may, 
for all we know, hold a British or Celtic 
element concealed in some unknown form 
Which has hiterto eluded our vision. It is 
certain that it contains a Scandinavian 
element imported by the Danes, and a 
Frakish element imported by the Nor- 
mans. The extent to which the Roman law 
has also entered in is a matter on which 
there is much difference of opinion. That 
portions of Roman law did in fact enter in, 
without becoming, so to speak, naturalized 
amongst us, I, for one, fully believe, and 
meibsoe your permission, I will give my rea- 
sons, 

“We start with the undeniable fact that 
for more than three centuries Britain was 
entirely a Roman province, and was occu- 
pied by Roman legions for more than 
five centuries, Papinian, one of the most 
famous’ of Roman jurisconsults, dis- 
pensed ‘justice in the forum of 
York, if we may trust Dion 
Cassius, writing in the third century: and 
Ulpian and Paulus, venerable names fa- 
miliar to every student of the civil law, 
exercised the functions of assessors in oth- 
er parts of the island, according to a tra- 
dition current at the time of the common- 
Wealth and which is vouched for by John 
Selden, no mean antiquarian authority. 
Now, just as the characteristic of ancient 
Greece was a love of art, so the character- 
istic of ancient Rome was a love of law 
and order. It wouid, therefore, be indeed 
strange if Roman jurisprudence, though 
Planted originully {n Britain by force af 
arms, had not left its mark behind long 
after the victorious legions had been with- 
drawn. 

In conclusion Mr. Crackanthorpe went at 
some length into the question of the value 
of legal history on the pracfical side of 
the lawyer’s work. He cited several cases 
showing the effect knowledge of the older 
law had upon the procedure and final re- 
sults, and closed with his plea for the 
uses of the study of legal history. 

At the close of the address the reports 
of special committees were received and 
adjournment followed.

How Little Frank Yekel Came to 
His Death. © 


PULLED THE ELEVATOR CABLE 


Coroner’s Jury Declares That Death 
Resulted from His Own Careless- 
ness—Mathine Condemned. — 


Early yesterday morning the coroner 
summoned g jury and held an inquest 
over the body of little Frank Yekel, who 
met his tragic death while playing on @ 
freight elevator late Wednesday afternoon. 

Every person who had been near the 
Place at the time of the accident was eX- 
amined in the hope of discovering some 
one who had been an eye-witness to the 
sad spectacle. No one was found, however, 
and the case was given as thorough an in- 
vestigation aS was possible under the cir- 
cumstances, 


Several witnesses were examined and 


some of them gave different theories of 
how the chfid met his death. Some thought 
that the boy might have been on the eleva- 
tor and companions of his pulled the rope 
and started the machine, running away 
when they saw what had happened. Others 
thought that the boy might have jumped 
on the elevator after it started, and being 
in a stooping position, was knocked on his 
all-fours and his head crushed. 

The accepted theory seemed to be that

he was on his hands and knees peering 
under the machine when it slowly rose to 
the top and broke his neck before he real- 
ized the position he was in. 

After visiting the place and examining 
the elevator and giving due consideration 
to the different theories advanced the jury 
brought in the following verdict: 

“We, the jury impaneled and sworn to 
inquire into the cause of the death of 
Frank Yekel, whose body now lies dead be- 
fore us, find from the evidence of the 
witnesses that said Frank Yekel came to 
his death from injuries received on an 
elevator cattached to the Kiser building 
and belonging to said Kiser Company. In 
our opinion said Frank Yekel came to his 
death by operating said elevator. We 
recommend that the party or parties own- 
ing said elevator have said elevator in- 
closed in such a manner that boys and 
other pariies cannot get to it.” 

Soon after the coroner’s inquest the body 
was taken to the residence of the boy’s 
father and the funeral took place from 
there yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock: 
The interment was at Wéstview cemetery.

Dr. J. B. Gambrell was then presented, 
who declared that the breweries and sa- 
loons controlled the democratic party and 
wore endeavoring to continue their domin- 
ation of state affairs. He said it had been 
decided that he was too young to be BOv- 
ernor, so he took pleasure in introducing 
to the audfence the next governor of Geor- 
gia—Seaborn Wright—who was as brave as 
Julius Caesar, as eloquent as Cicero and 
as patriotic as Cincinnatus. 

The introduction was received with ap- 
plause, and when Wright arose and faced 
his large audience he was greeted with 
cheeTs, He started out by saying that 
twenty years ago he was a student at Mer- 
cer university, where he attended two 
years, and many sweet memories clustered 
around the associations of those days.

ocrats. Dr. Gambrell was the first speaker. 
Ile dwelt at length on “ballot box stuffing”’ 
and the “unfilled pledges” of the demo- 
eratic party. He arraigned Governor At- 
kinson for the position he occupied on the 
prowibition question and declared that when 
& vote was cast for Atkinson it was a 
voi2 for barrooms. The doctor labored 
all the way through his discourse and 
avoided referring in any sense to the pop- 
ulist platform save the prohibition plank. 

Mr. Wright was introduced by Mr. Tur- 
ner. Mr. Wright denied that he was elo- 
quent but insisted that he was perfectly 
conscientious in the stand which he had 
taken for prohibition and honest govern- 
ment. Mr. Wright's speech was a disap- 
pointment in several respects. He occup‘ed 
less than forty-five minutes in its delivery, 
declaring that the nomination was thrust 
upon him under protest, But that as he was 
compelled to accept, he intended to fight 
the battle to the bitter end. He referred to 
Mr. Atkinson as a “kinky-headed politician’’ 
under the domination of the “ring’’ that 
had run Georgia politics for years. He 
Studiously avoided the populist platform, 
referring solely to the prohibition measure. 
If he was elected governor, he declared, the 
whisky ring of Georgia would be swept 
from the face of the earth. 

At the conclusion of the speaking the 
populists met in convention at the Quit- 
man Guard’s armory. A. A. Murphey was 
nominated for congress without opposition. 
Tie enthusiasm that usually marks a meet- 
ing of this kind was painfully absent. Colo- 
nel Walter B. Hill was nominated for the 
senate. 


STEVENSON WOULD’NT DESERT. 


His Refusal To Bolt Democracy Causes 
Business Rupture. 

Detroit, Mich., August 20.—The law firm 
of Dickinson, Thurber & Stevenson, which 
is composed of Hon. Don. M. Dickinsun, 
Henry T. Thurber, private secretary of 
President Cleveland, and Ellictt G, Steven- 
son, late chairman of the democratic state 
central committee, has dissolved on account 
of political differences which have arisen 
between (Messrs. Dickinson and Stevenson 
since the Chicago convention. 

In the Chicago convention Mr. Stevenson 
posed as the mouthpiece of Mr. Dickinson, 
who represented the administration. Stev- 
enson was chairman of the Michigan dele- 
gation and also chairman of the state cen- 
tral committee. lle declared he would re- 
sign from the latter position, not on ac- 
count of the platform, but because of the 
treatment of the Michigan delegation in the 
convention. Mr. Stevenson did resign, 
but his resignation was not accepted, which 
was considered purely a personal victory 
rather than one for gold or the administra- 
tion. Later Mr. Stevenson resigned again 
and made way-for Fred A. Bush, a silver 
advocate, retaining a place on the commit- 
tee, however. Mr. Stevenson has been 
taking an aciive part in the campaign in 
the interests of Bryan and Sewall. 

This action on the part of Stevenson so 
incensed Mr. Dickinson that the relations 
between the members of the firm became 
greatly strained, Articles of dissolution of 
the firm were signed Saturday. 

Mr. Thurber will remain with Mr. Dick- 
inson. This law tirm probably had a larger 
revenue than any other similar firm in the 
state. Mr. Stevenson, besides being one of 
the most conspicuous democrats in Mici- 
igan, is considered a lawyer of great ability. 
He came from Port Huron a few years 
ago to become the junior partner of the 
firm,. and immediately took high rank 
among Detroit lawyers.

Turpentine and Rosin Makers To 
Have a Convention Next Week. 
Valdosta, Ga., August 2).-—(Special.)—The 
turpentine men throughout south Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama will hold a meeting 
in Savannah next week on the 26th insiant 
for the purpose of consulting %n some 
method of increasing the price of tneir 

preducts. 

This will probably be the most important 
meeting of the kind the naval stores men 
have ever held. One the objects of 
meeting is to get in close touch with the 
factors who handle most of their products. 

It is said that over 500 naval stores manu- 
facturers will be represented there and the 
impression among the operators here is 
that the meetingeawill result in cutting down 
next season's supply of spirits and rosin 
very materially. There has been a differ- 
ence of opinion as to what method would 
be adopted to curtail the crop, many opera- 
tors believing that an agreement to re- 
duce the number of boxes cut for the sea- 
son a certain per cent would be all that is 
necessary to lessen the supply and thereby 
increase the demand and price. 

The largest operators, however, favor 
cutting no boxes at all next season and 
they are going to try and have every opera- 
tor to agree to this. Should the agree- 
ment be made operators will be bound by a 
forfeit to keep the agreement and the 
factors will be urged to furnish no finan- 
cial aid to any operator who does not come 
into the contract. 

One of the most prominent turpentine 
men in this section said today that the 
old boxes would furnish plenty of drippings 
to keep the stills running and the hands 
employed and that there would be no seri- 
ous result to laborers from the determina- 
tion to cut no boxes this season. The ex- 
ceedingly low price for which naval stores 
have been sold during the past several sea- 
sons- has been very discouraging to the 
turpentine men and they have had several] 
meetings and have adopted several meth- 
ods of trying to raise the price. They be- 
lieve that their last resort is to agree to 
eut no boxes at all this year. Many of 
them predict that the movement will have 
a wonderful effect on the markets and that 
big prices will rule for all sorts of naval 
stores during the next year.

HUBBELL A LETTER WRITER 


Liquor Seller Charges the Commis- 
sioner with Bidding for a Take- 
out and Falsifying. 


Columbia, 8S. C., August 20.—(Specialj— 
Extraordinary revelations are expectéed in 
dispensary circles. A sensafional chapter 
has just. been added by George Hubbell, of 
the Mill Creek distillery. 

At Barnwell, when Liquor Commissioner 
Mixson was on the stand as an auditor, 
John T. Dunean, candidate for the United 
States senate, asserted among other things 
that Hubbell had offered Mixson, as an 
inducement to buy ‘from him 100 car loads 
of whisky, $56,000; that Mixson had told 
Evans of it, after running Hubbell out of 
his office, and a week later Evans ordered 
Mixson to buy of Hubbell. 

A few days after this Hubbell made a 
general denial in the newspapers, winding 
up by calling Mixson a liar. Mixson re- 
sponded to this by going into detail as to 
Hubbell’s offer. Now Hubbell sends this 
card to a local paper, in which he not only 
charges Mixson with having attempted to 
“hold him up” on whisky to the tune of 
from $50 to $100 a car, according to the 
grade, but alleges that his distillery ran 
the dispensary for some time after its es- 
tablishment, despite the fact that the 
state advanced it $50,000 to begin operations 
with. Here is the card: 

To the Editor of The State: In vour 
issue of the 7th you publish a letter from 
Commissioner Mixson. Every word he says 
in that letter about my offering him a re- 
bate directly or indirectly of any amount 
or in any shape or at any time is absolute- 
ly false from beginning to end. 

He further states that ‘‘when Mr. Trax- 
ler was commissioner he discovered that the 
Mill Creek Company was being paid inter- 
est after thirty days and each thirty days 
calling for more or bigger interest.’’ This 
Statement is also false. 

All the goods we sold Commissioner 
Traxler were sold‘on sixty days or four 
months’ time, and interest was charged 
after the maturity of each invoice at 6 
per cent per annum and was so stated on 
each invoice. I Cannot understand how 
a sane man can.make such a statement 
over his own signature, when he knows the 
evidence to prove him a falsifier is on file 
in the office of the state dispensary. 

The reason this man Mixson is so bitter 
against me is because I would not employ 
his agent and pay him a commission. 
Shortly after he was appointed a commis- 
Sioner, but before the business of the 
dispensary was transferred to him, he 
gave his agent a letter of introduction to 
me. This agent said he could get me the 
business of the state dispensary and want- 
ed a commission of $1 a barrel on “XX,” $2 
a barrel on “XX” and $3 a barrel on 
“XX X"' whisky. I told him the Mill Creek 
Distillery Company furnished the capital 
to make the dispensary a success and 
that institution owed us more than $92.000 
at one time, and the books in the office 
of the digpensary would prove it, and I 
thought the management of the dispensa- 
rv would be cold-blooded and ungrateful 
if they did not give us a portion of their 
business without our having to ‘‘put up” 
for it. We did not get the business. Now, 
l leave the readers of vour paper to judge 
for themselves.

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JUST LIKE AN OSTRICH. 
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A Russian Woman’s Strange Appetite 
Explained. 


From The New York Journal. 

Russia has produced a woman ostrich 
who ate any old thing with apparent relish. 
When it came to digesting them her stom- 
ach declined and the services of surgeons 
were required to relieve her from the pre- 
dieament into which her morbid appetite 
had placed her. 

The woman came from the province of 
Yalta to a hospital in Odessa for treat- 
ment. She was suffering from hysteria 
and complained of pains in her stomach 
and an erratic appetite. After being under 
treatmem for some time her condition be- 
came worse and the physicians dectiled 
on an operation. This decision was made 
after it was discovered that the patient 
had an uncontrollable impulse to swailow 
various articles Which are not regarded 
as palatable or nutritious, 

She was known to have swallowed but- 
tons and it was surmised that one or more 
of these objects had remained in her stom- 
ach. Being too large to enter the vermi- 
form appendix they had not caused appen- 
dicitis, but they had caused imligestion and 
the doctors concluded to cut into the stom- 
ach and remove what foreign artictes 
might be found there. 

The opening of @ human stomach is al- 
ways an interesting Operation and there 
were a score of the leading surgeons in 
Odessa present when the operation was 
performed on the Woman from Yalta. One 
long stroke with a Knife laid the way to 
the stomach open and as soon as the 
arteries were tied that organ was at- 
tacked. Then the surgeons gasped with 
surprise. 

The stomach Was 4 storehouse of curious 
things. Instead of one or two buttons, the 
surgeons removed eight of them, four be- 
ing particularly large and irregular. Then 
two small toy spoons were found and a 
table fork. It Was found necessary to 
make the opening in the wall of the stom- 
ach larger in order to remove a piece 
of crocheting and a crochet hook stuck 
in it. Two nails, each more than one inch 
in lefigth, were dragged into view, and 
these were followed by four pieces of glass. 
A small piece of iron was also found and 
a good-sized key.

And the fact that she did 
not die is fully as remarkable as the fact 
that she swallowed a fork, spoon, nails and 
pointed articles. One such foreign sub- 
stance in the stomach has many times 
caused death, and yet this’ woman lived 
for months with her stomach loaded with 
metal objects which could be removed only 
by an operation. 


NANSEN’S PREDICTION CORRECT. 


Steamer Fram Arrives Where the Ex- 
plorer Said /It Wopld. 


Christiania,Norway, August 20.--Dr. Nan- 
sen’s arctic exploring steamer Fram has 
arrived safely at Skijervoe, a fishing post 
on the bay near the North cape. 

A dispatch from Skjervoe to The Afiten- 
posten says that on August l4 the Fram 
called at Danes island, where a visit was 
made to Andree, the Swedish explorer, 
whose intention it is to find the north pole 
by means of a balloon. Andree had not yet 
made his ascension. 

The Fram sailed from Skjervoe for Trom- 
soe today. All on board were well. 

The Fram, with Dr. Nansen on board, 
sailed from Christiania June 24, 189%. She 
is rigged as a three-masted schooner, and 
is provided with a steam engine of 100- 
horsepower. She was expected to depend 
principally on ther sails while in the ice. 
Her displacement is 800 tons, and her stles 
are so constructed as to force all the ice 
meeting the vessel to pass underneath, fhus 
preventing al] ‘‘pirching”’ and ‘“‘screwing.’’ 
The vessel was launched October 26, 1592, 
at Laurwick, near Christiania. 

Dr. Nansen’s plan was to make for the 
New Siberian island, and thence sail di- 
rectly north until the Fram should be im- 
bedded in the ice, then drift along with it, 
following the west coast of any land that 
might be met. 

Nansen left the Fram in March, 1895, in 
latitude S4, longitude 10.25, to explore north 
of the Franz Josef route, a her arrival 
at Skjervoe is strictly in accordance with 
his prediction that she would eventually 
arrive at Spitzbergen or some other point 
in the open sea. 

The safe arrival of the Fram after her 
long voyage in arctic created much 
enthusiasm here, and the buildings in the 
city and the ships in the harbor were dec- 
orated for the occasion. Dr. Nansen is 
jubilant over the return of the and 
will board her as soon she arrives at 
Tromsoe from Skjervoe. King Oscar sent 
a telegram to Captain Sverdrup heartily 
greeting him and congratulating him upon 
ihe termination of his perilous voyage. 

Captain Sverdrup upon arriving at Skjer- 
voe telegraphed to the governirent ihat 
the Fram had arrived after a successful 
voyage. The highest latitude reached was

This de- 
mand has now been conceded and Cepero 
will be transferred to Santa Clara for trial.

Seccnd Days’ Session Full of Interest.

Macon, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—The 
second day's session of the Georgia Dairy- 
men's Association convened this morning 
at 9 o'clock, in the superior courtroom,

The convention and the audience were 
greatly disappointed at the absence of Hon. 
R. T. Nesbitt, commissioner of agriculture, 
who was booked for an addréss on “The 
Best Method of Enforcing Existing Legis- 
lation for the Protection of the Dairy In- 
dustry.’’ The commissioner was unable to 
be present. 

Mr. 8S. T. McElroy, of Norcross, 
delivered a very interesting address 
“The Necessity of Dairying.’’ 

An address full of valuable information 
was delivered by Mr. George Dillon, of 
Macon, on “The Advantages of Stock- 
raising in Georgia.’’ 

One of the ablest papers of the conven- 
tion was by Professor J. B. Hunnicutt, of 
Athens, on “The Outlook for Dairying in 
Georgia, and the Necessity for a Technical 
Education Therefor.’ 

Mr. H. J. Wing, dairyman of the Geor- 
gia experiment station, rendered a splen- 
did report of his experience there. He said 
he has had much experience in dairying 
in various states in the union, and he 
knew of no state better adopted for cheap 
and successful dairying than Georgia. 

The free to all discussion on the papers 
was interesting and instructive. 

Just before the adjournment of the morn- 
ing session Colonel R. E. Park, vice presi- 
dent of the association, moved that all fu- 
ture conventions of the association be held 
at Macon, and that the meetings occur in 
the early part of November instead of in 
August, as the weather is cooler in the 
former mfonth and the dairymen also have 
more time to attend the convention in 
November.
